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New houses ‘benefitted’ by revaluation 


Owners of the more recently con- 
structed homes in Wilmington seem 
to have “‘benefitted"’ most in the tax 
levy of 1983, The bills for the 1983 
levy were mailed by the town last 
Friday. 

Comments made to this paper in- 
dicate that the newer homes have 
had the total tax bill reduced. Older 
homes, those of 30 years and more, 
seem to have had only a small cut in 
terms of dollars and cents. Modest 
increases have been reported to this

A seemingly obscuré office on 
Eames Street in Wilmington is the 
center of activity for a group that is 
part of a major change taking place 
in employment training programs 

The Northeast Region Private In- 
dustry Council (PIC) moved to 
Wilmington in October. Private In- 
dustry Councils were created under 
the Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act (CETA) and will 
eventually replace the CETA con- 
tractors in employment training 

CETA was brought into being in 
the early 1970's, and in its early 
stages provided temporary employ- 
ment for many people, placing them 
in public service capacities, in many 
cases working for a municipality. 
Wilmington employed a large 
number of CETA workers. 

CETA was also responsible for 
providing training for unemployed 
persons, possibly arranging for a

John, DeRoy, chairman of the 
Wilmington Planning Board has sub- 
mitted his resignation from the 
board and the resignation has been 
accepted. 

‘A member for the past six years, 
Mr. DeRoy has been frequently coll. 
ed out of the United States in recent 
months, and as a consequence was 
unable to attend meetings regularly 
He was originally appointed to the 
board on January 24, 1977. 

Mr. DeRoy is a physicist and 
scientist at the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, specializing in 
crystellography and related 
sciences. In the past few months he 
has been asked to meet with 
representaives of the Chinese 
government on several occasions. 
One of those occasions turned out to 
bea week of work session in Hawaii 
On another occasion Mr. DeRoy flew 
down to New York City for an after- 
noon and had to continue on to

minor corrections. It is the first 
complete revaluation of real estate 
for Wilmington since 1966. Town 
Manager Buzz Stapczynski is 
reported to be pleased at the quality 
of the work.

The total value of property in 
Wilmington is $572,038,985. The tax 
levy (total tax bill) is $12,026,559. 10. 
This is called FY 's3, meaning Tax 
Bill for Fiscal Year 1983, which ends 
June 30, 1963, 

Of the taxable property 
$32,859,400 is residential, and 
$5,794,600 is open space. Commer- 
cial is $48,783,900; $182,011,400 is in- 
dustrial and $12,589,685 is 1

property. Personal property is a 
class of industrial and business pro- 
perty that is not taxed under other 
classifications. One such item, for 
instance, could be chairs in a barber 
shop or beauty parlor 

Residential and open space are be- 
ing taxed at $19.95 per thousand. 
Commercial, industrial and per- 
sonal properties are being taxed at 
$23.70. This represents a 10 percent 
shift in favor of residential proper- 
ties. If there were no such shift the 
overall tax rate would be $21.02 per 
thousand. 

In terms of percentage, residen- 
tial and open space pays 53.1984 per- 
cent of the taxes in Wilmington this 
year. Industry pays 34.9997 percent, 
commercial properties pay 9.3809 
percent, and personal properties 

y 2.4210 percent. 

PNext year the tax rate should be 
better from the viewpoint of the tax- 
payers, principal assessor Anthony 
Krzeminski told a luncheon meeting 
of the Chamber of Commerce last 
week. He and the town manager 
both spoke of the industrial con- 
struction taking place this year, and 
expected for next year. 

New industrial construction in 
Wilmington up to last week, for the 
present year totals $15.3 million, 
based on the building permits, the 
chamber members were told. The 
figures are, th etown manager said, 
“conservative.” 

Based on the present tax rates that 
would equal another $260,000 in 
taxes for FY ‘#4. If there are no in- 
creases in town or school or other 
€osts, this could mean a further 
reduction in taxes.

person to be trained in electronics or 
another promising field. It is this 
function of CETA which the Private 
Industry Council is replacing. CETA 
will cease to exist on October 1, 1983 

The council is comprised of 
representatives from business and 
industry. The chairman is Charles 
Warner of Raytheon Corp. Christine 
Kramer of Honeywell serves as vice 
chairman, There is one paid 
employee. Phyllis Beedle, the 
regional coordinator, works out of 
the Eames Street office. 

The Private Industry Council pro- 
vides job training for the 
unemployed, much as did CETA. 
One difference is that the PIC works 
with the private sector, in the belief 
that it can assess employment needs 
and provide training better than can 
the public sector. 

The PIC works with private con- 


tractors who actually run the train- 
ing programs. In many cases, they 
are the same contractors who pro- 
vided training under CETA. In the 
past year, the council has run seven 
skills programs for 131 participants, 
with a success rate of 78 percent, 
based on the number of participants 
who have entered private employ- 
ment 

One program was for displaced 
homemakers who received training 
as electronics test technicians at the 
Women’s Technical Institute in 
Boston. Many of them came out of 
the program and landed jobs paying 
between $11,000 and $17,000 a year. 

The Northeast Region PIC 
presently has a budget of $260,000 a 
year, which is administered through 
the CETA office in Medford. New 
legislation signed recently by Presi 
dent Reagan created the Job Train. 
ing Partnership Act of 1982 (JTPA) 


JTPA will take over with the next 
federal fiscal year, as CETA ends. 
At that time, the PIC will take over 
many funding decisions presently 
handled by the CETA office 

One major difference between 
CETA and JTPA is the matter of 
allowances. Under CETA, trainees 
were paid an allowance while they 
underwent training, something that 
the new legislation will not fund. 
Seventy percent of the money under 
ITPA ié to be used for training 

Another major change coming up 
is the consolidation of service areas. 
Wilmington has been served by the 
Medford CETA office. The Nor: 
theast Region PIC serves 15 com- 
munities, most of them heavily in- 
dustrialized. In the future, the Nor- 
theast PIC service area may be con- 
solidated with the Cambridge PIC, 
or with another area

Pierre Surrette, he who became 
Péter Surrette, arrived in Wilm 
ington about 1887. He was one of 
those French people, born in Eel 
Brook, Nova Scotia, who eventually 


became known as “Wilmington 
Frenchmen 
Many people in eastern 


Massathusetts have the name of 


Surrette. To them their ancestral 
home is Surrette Island, off the south 
coast of Nova Scotia. It is an island 


of about 20,000 acres, and is located 
about six miles southerly from Eel 


Brook 

Peter's family without doub 
originated on Surrette Island, but he 
was born in Eel Brook, Without any 


violation on his part, fate had him 
destined as the man who would in 
some ways change the lives of his 
compatriots, those who came from 
Eel Brook and settled in Wilm 
ington. 

Peter lived with his brother Paul 
at first, Paul used to go north every 
winter to work on the ice in New 
Hampshire. Several large firms in 
Boston had ice houses, beside the 
lakes of New Hampshire. During the 
winters ice would be harvested and 
stored in those ice houses. 

In the summer that ice would be 
shipped to Boston by freight car. The 
ice would be sold to business firms, 
to hotels and to the residents of 
Boston and the suburban com: 
munities. It became quite a business 
in those days before electric or other 
refrigeration 

There were such ice houses in 
Wilmington, on the shores of Silver 
Lake, where the Mildred Rogers 
School was later built. There were a 
total of 17 ice houses in the structure 
It was small, cornpared to the ice 
houses of New Hampshire. 

Cutting ice on Silver Lake provid 
ed only a couple of week's employ: 
ment during the winter, The local 
farmers were able to provide the 
necessary man power, in fact they 
Were happy to have the work. 

Thus it was that Paul went north to 
New Hampshire to get a full winter 
of employment. For the first two 
years after Peter moved to Wilm

ington he went north too, to Concord, 
N.H. for the winter. 

Then Peter got other employment, 
which was to keep him in Wilm. 
ington. He became a handy man and 
gardener fon the Hiller estate 

He soon became the coachman 
The coachman lived in a small 
apartment above the stables. Peter 
was then about 22 years old 

There were several other 
employees of Mrs. Dr. Hiller. Just 
how many there were is not realfy 
known, but John Hoban was one, at 
least part of the time. He occasional. 
ly did some work around the plac 

John Hoban, too, was an occa 
sional watchman at the Hiller tomb 
in Wildwood Cemetery. John Hoban 
or someone else had the job of sitting 
by the tomb, with a pistol in his lap, 
guarding the precious casket. In the 
winter there would be a fire to keep 


the watchman warm 

Mrs. Dr. Hiller still went by train 
to Bostor, almost daily. Her trips 
were to the New England Medical 
Institute, a business at 24 Tremont 
Row, started by her late husband. 
Upstairs she had an apartment and 
sometimes she would stay over 
night 

Dr. Henry Hiller had started the 
business on the basis of a medicine 
he made which utilized the soothing 
powers of an herb called Copaiba 
Copaibia is a plant that grows in 
Peru. That was back in the 1870s, 
and the medicine was advertised in 
newspapers all over the United 
States. 

Before his death Dr. Hiller had 
changed the ingredients of his 
medicine and the shape and size of 
his advertisements, The original for. 
mula disappeared and a longer one 
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was substituted, with a number of 
herbs being named. Modern phar- 
macists are unable to make any 
sense of the advertisement, but one 
feature of the advertisement was an 
anchor, in the upper left corner, 
around which were the letters HO P 
E 

Dr. Hiller had his name at the end 
of those advertisements. When Mrs. 
Dr. Hiller took over, she kept the 
advertisements intact, except that 
her name was at the bottom. 

Her name appeared in a demure 
way. She was not Mrs. Dr. Hiller. 
She was, instead, simply FB. Hiller. 

Peter Surrette would take France 
Hiller to the train in the morning. In 
the evening when she returned, 
Peter and the carriage would be 
waiting for her. Peter would be driv- 
ing a smart looking horse. Possibly 
he would be in a coachman's 
uniform. 

The ritual was that she was first 
driven to Wildwood Cemetery to the 
tomb of her husband. The Wilm- 
ington tradition is strong in this 
respect. There, tradition says, she 
would unlock the gate and enter the 
tomb to commune with her Igte hus- 
band. Peter and the watchman 
would, perhaps, spend the time chat: 
tin 

The casket of Dr. Hiller had been, 
by this time, returned from the ex. 
hibition in Boston. There was an in- 
ner casket, which presumably had 
remained in Wilmington, It is to be 
believed that the Hiller caskets were 
now in two places, one in the tomb 
and the other in the casket house 
near the Hiller home. 

Mrs. Hiller, other than her trips to 
the tomb, was it seems, firmly atten- 
tive to business, But the fact that she 
sat in the carriage, almost daily, 
beside a young man from Nova 
Scotia, began to have its effect 

He was a young man of average 
height with a robust physique and a 
clear complexion. A black mustach 
added to the picture 

There were other things, of which

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nightmare in Wilmington 


To the people of Massachusetts the 
day of the Cocoanut Grove Fire, 
November 28, 1942, is a day that will 
be remembered for years. To the 
people of Wilmington that day was 
one of searing impact, for in no other 
community in greater Boston was 
there as grevious a loss as to the Fit- 
2gerald family of Wilmington. 

Four brothers, Henry, Wilfred, 
James and John Fitzgerald lost their 
lives in that fire. With them were 
four girls, one of whom was Mildred 
Rogers of Lowell, a Wilmington 
school teacher. She too lost her life 

Henry Fitzgerald, 28, was a 
private first class in'the US Army 
Air Corps. He was home for 
Thanksgiving, on furlough from 
Hendricks Field in Florida where he 
had been stationed for six months. 
Wilfred, 31, James 37, and John, 
decided that there should be a party 
to celebrate the homecoming. 

The men decided on the 
Thanksgiving game between Boston 
College and Holy Cross and then 
some restaurant afterward for din- 
ner. It just happened to be the that 
Coeoanut Grove was the place 
chosen. 

James and John were natives of 
Dorchester. Henry and Wilfred were 
born in the house on Fitz Terrace 
that their parents bought some 30 
years before. There was one more 
brother, Eddie, who lived in 
Chicago, and two daughters, Anna 
(Mrs. Michael Barry) and) Mary 
(Mrs. William Leahy) 

Mrs. Mary Fitzgerald, the mother 
of the four men who lost their lives, 
received the first word at 2 a.m. 
when the telephone started ringing 


m. to 5 p.m. 
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in her home. She was told that 
James, the oldest, was dead as a 
result of the fire. 

That was the beginning of a 
nightmare for the 71-year-old 
widow. At 7 a.m. word came that 
Wilfred was dead and then she learn: 
ed that Henry was dead, The last of 
whom she was told was John. 

Mike Barry, a deputy U.S. Mar- 
shall and William Leahy, her sons: 
in-law, went to Boston immediately 
after the 2 a.m. message to assist in 
the search. It was for those two men 
a mission of hopelessness, All four of 
their brothers-in-law, they learned, 
and Mildred Rogers, the Wilmington 
school teacher, had succumbed 

‘The funeral was from their home 
on Fitz Terrace on December 1 
Hundreds of mourners paid tribute. 
There was a procession from their 
home to St. Thomas Church where a 
solemn high mass was celebrated at 
10 a.m. The celebrant was a cousin 
of the four men, the Rev. Fr 
William Walsh, of St. John the 
Evangelist Church, Swampscott 

Father John Daley, the pastor of 
St. Thomas was the deacon and 
Father John Saunders, the assistant 
was sub-deacon. Among the clergy 
present were the Rev. James 
McGoohan, a former curate of St 
Thomas and the Rev. Clyde Martin, 
pastor of the Wilmington Congrega- 
tional Church. Both served as 
chaplains in the U.S. Army. 

There was also a large number of 
priests from the Oblate Fathers in 
‘Tewksbury, all of whom marched to 
the cemetery after the services were 
concluded 
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Mildred Rogers, the Wilmington 
school teacher who died in the blaze, 
was the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Rogers of Varnum Street, 
Lowell. She served both as a teacher 
and as the principal of what was 
then called the Silver Lake School, 
and a portable school nearby 

One year later the school was 
rededicated in her name in a cere. 
mony attended by a large number of 
persons 

Her father, Charles Rogers 
presented a check to the school 
nurse, Mrs. Esther Nichols, to start 
a fund called the Mildred E. Rogers 
Fund, to assist in the health and 
welfare of Wilmington school 
children. That fund continues to this 
day. 

The body of James, the first to be 
named to the mother of the men was 
identified by James Gilligan, a Bur- 
nap Street resident, Mr. Gilligan, a 
prominent Wilmington resident, 
worked as a teacher in Dorchester 
High School. He was among those 
air raid workers of Boston who had 
answered a call for help. 

The late Fr. Albert J. Shea of St 
Thomas Church was at that time 
pastor of St. James in Boston, He 
earned an accolade as a hero that 
night in his work among the dead 
and dying. Father Shea who later 
became a monsignor, served as 
pastor of St. Thomas Church for 
many years before returning to St 
James in Boston. 

The St. Thomas Church of that day 
was the building which stood where 
the Wilmington Library now stands 
on Middlesex Avenue:

Tewksbury High School senior 
Massone was projected as a 
tarting fullback with the school’s 
soccer team after a solid season with 
that club a year ago, One year later, 
the TMHS soccer boys are North 
Sectional champs, and the 5-10, 185 
pound TMHS football fullback has a 
measure of personal pride in helping 
a team that banged it's way to an 8-2 
season after last Thursday's 7-0 
blanking of the gritty Wilmington 
Wildcats (7-3) in the 48th Thanksgiv- 
ing morning meeting between the 
two teams, 

Massone, who was hampered by 
leg problems early in the season, 
scored the winning touchdown on a 
tackle breaking nine yard cutback 
up the middle with just 3:46 left in 
the contest 

‘Touchdown Tony, who made some 
of the most impressive runs turned 
in by a TMHS running back this 
season, ran for a game-high 60 yards 
and recovered two fumbles to 
rightfully earn the game's Most 
Valuable Player award. 

Right behind Masone in that poll 
was senior quarterback Jeff Vecchi, 
who survived a very shaky first half 
(1 for 8, two interceptions) to go 9 for 
11, good for 100 second half yards 
and a game total of 10 for 19, 123 
yards. 

Senior tailback Pat Tremlett was 
again solid, catching six passes for 
66 yards, breaking the TMHS 
seasonal pass catching record with 
37 catches. Russ Cabral had held the 
record with 36, Tremlett also finish- 
ed the geme with 59 yards on 14 car- 
ries, Senior running .back Mike 
Ballou also contributed to this 
Tewksbury victory with a key se- 
cond half reception. 

Guard Chuck Healey even got into 
the act with a daring (not so daring 
when you consider that Bob Aylward 
is calling the shots) guard-around to 
spark a fourth quarter clock killing 
series. 

Wilmington had more than it's 
share of standouts however, led by 
senior quarterback Charlie 
Athanasia, who completed eight of 
14 passes for 62 yards with one in- 
terception. The TMHS defense 
managed to limit the nimble-footed 
Athanasia to just 20 yards rushing 
however 

A very big factor in the TMHS vic- 
tory was the shutdown of Wildcat 
senior scatback Ed Olshaw, who had 
69 points and 757 yards going into the 
game. Ed was held to 26 yards on 
nine carries, while senior fullback 
Jon Nolan ran for 20 yards on eight 
lugs. Both Olshaw (defensive back) 
and Nolan (linebacker) offset those 
low figures with superb games 
defensively 

The Redmen took the statistics 
race, leading in yards rushing 
(146-64), yards passing (123-62) and 
in first downs. Wilmington's defense 
consistently turned back the 
Tewksbury attack however, with 
three interceptions and two fumble 
recoveries, 

Both teams struggled through a 
turnover plagued first half. The 
Redmen ran just two plays in the 
first quarter, and nine of their 14 
first downs came in the second half,

‘This was a typical Tewksbury start 
in 1982, but a defense that produced 
shutouts in the final four games 
again held until the offense could 
produce some points. 

Wilmington took the opening 
kickoff, failed to move, and the 
Redmen unwrapped their bag of 
tricks early with a double reverse 
pass by senior Peter Langlois that 
was intercepted by linebacker Nolan 
at the WHS 32. 

After the pickoff the Wildcats 
started a drive, with a 16 yard 
Athanasia completion to John 
Blaisdell the big play. Strong runn- 
ing by Olshaw got the Cats as far as 
the TMHS 27 before the series stall- 
ed. Olshaw then toed a punt that roll- 
ed dead at the Tewksbury three yard 
line as the quarter ended. 

The Redmen ran off an impressive 
series at the outset of the second 
stanza. A quarterback draw by Vec- 
chi for seven yards and a first down 
sparked the march. Tremlett and 
Massone then bulled the ball down to 
the WHS 47, where Vecchi fired a 23 
yard completion to Massone that 
was halted by a saving George 
Kelley tackle at the WHS 24. 

Massone rumbled to the five on the 
next play, but a clip brought the ball 
back to the 21, Olshaw then stopped 
the drive when he intercepted a tip- 
ped Vecchi pass and scampered all 
the way down to the TMHS 36, but 
another clip forced the Wildcats to 
start their series at their own 12 yard 
line. 

‘Another three play and punt se- 
quence for Wilmington was followed 
by a Nolan interception of a Vecchi 
pass that was tipped by tackle Bob 
Ducharme. Nolan lugged the theft 
all the way back to the TMHS 24. The 
Wildcats again failed to benefit from 
a Redmen turnover, ing the 
ball up themselves when Massone 
recovered a botched pitchout with 
just over a minute left in the first 
half. 

‘The first half's personality was 
typified over that final minute.

The Redmen had an impressive 70 
yard march to open the third quarter 
bite the dust when Tremlett fumbled 
the ball at the goalline and WHS 
linebacker Steve Hancox recovered 
in the endzone. 

Tremlett sparked the series with 
catches of 12 and 19 yards before 
ramming the ball down to the Wilm- 
ington five with a 15 yard run for the 
first down. 

The Wildcats came right back 
with a gem of a drive that was fueled 
by 17 yard sweep by Athanasia for a 
first down at his own 47. After 
Athanasia picked up a first down on 
fourth and a foot at the Redmen 43, 
he found Blaisdell, who made a 
super over the shoulder running 
grab at the TMHS 25. 


Senior TMHS tackle Kevin Com- 
fort created the game's biggest tur- 
nover on the next play when he jar- 


red the ball loose from Nolan and the 
Redmen defense recovered at their 
own 28. The turnover led to the 
game's only score. 

Vecchi fired a 16 yard pass to 
Tremlett inside the 50, and Ballou 
latched onto a Vecchi aerial that was 
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good for 26 yards down to the WHS 24 
on what was another big third down 
call 

The Redmen were then forced into 
another third down and 11 call, and 
Vecchi came through again with a 
six yard completion to Massone. 

‘The next play set up the game win- 
ning score for Tewksbury. Vecchi, 
on a fourth and five cali from his 
own 20, connected with Tremlett 
down the right sideline to the 
Wildcats’ nine yard line. On first and 
goal from that point, Massone cut a 
wide run back over the middle, ripp- 
ing through a swarm of Wilmington 
defenders for the game winning 
touchdown.

We had 
lost a 1-0 game to Greater Lawrence 
after two opening season wins 
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against Lawrence and Methuen, and 
then missed a panalty shot that 
would have given us a tie with 
Billerica, who eventually won 2-1 on 
a penalty kick. 

After tough victories over 
Haverhill and Chelmsford, the latter 
game won with less than three 
minutes to go, we travelled to An- 
dover and played well enough to win, 
but lost our third game, 2-1. Then the

Losing 2-1 to Lowell with less than 
two minutes to go, Tewksbury’s all 
time scoring ace Armind Dias, 
would tie the game and start the.the 
team on the way to an unbeaten spell 
that would carry us to the Division I1 
North State championship. Only a 
0-0 game with Billerica would spoil 
an otherwise perfect sweep in the 
team’s final 10 games of the regular 
season. There would be new heros in 
every game: Tommy Carpenito vs. 
Methuen and Andover; Al Gianetta 
vs Wilmington and Billerica; Danny 
Poulin and Armind Dias vs. 
everybody; Kevin McKenna, Terry 
Feran, Paul Hanke, Tony Romano, 
Glen Fougere, Pat Sands, Eddi 
Walsh, Wally Maguire, Paul

It’s 6 p.m. At Boston's top three TV stations, the 
Great Ratings War is about to break out again. 

All eyes — as they have been since September ~ are 
on Channel 7, WNEV-TV. Right after an ad for Magic 
Pan Restaurants, amid the blare of trumpets, the sta- 
tion's new million-dollar ‘Dream Team" comes into fo- 
cus: Tom Ellis ($600,000+ per year) and co-anchor 
Robin Young ($400,000+-). 

Robin Young, from curled coiffure to high heels, 
could easily have stepped straight from the pages of 
Vogue magazine. Tom Ellis is what his fans call "rug- 
edly handsome," with the chiselled jaw of a real-life 
| Dick Tracy. 

Armed with these two superstars, plus $3.5 million 
for special equipment and a new, colorful newsroom, 
| Channel 7 is trying to blast its way to No. 1 in what has 
become the biggest moneymaker for TV stations in 
America, their own local news programs. 

What's happening here has been repeated from coast 
to coast. Boston — the nation’s sixth largest television 
market — {s just the latest, and certainly one of the 
Mashiest, examples. 

“News wars are being waged in almost every televi- 
sion market in the country, to some degree, because 
Whether you're in the 10th largest market or the 110th, 
news is profitable,” says Thomas Bohn, dean of Itha 
College's School of Communications in New York 

‘A.30-second commercial on the 5 p.m. to 7 p.m. news 
on a network-affiliate in Los Angeles, for example, costs 
between $1,000 and $2,000, depending on the station. The 
11 p.m, report is much pricer, falling in the $2,200 to 
$3,200 range. 

Aitbough news is expensive to produce, the local sta- 
tions don't have to split the money they make with the 
network. 

It’s not uncommon for # top-rated station to earn as 
much as half {ts profits from advertising sold on local 
news. Even with its long-standing position at the bottom 
of the heap, Channel 7, the CBS affiliate in Boston, pock-

The battle of the nightly news anchors: ‘star wars’ comes to TV

Dr. Bohn, a sort of battlefield historian of TV news 
wars, says it's only been over the last 5 to 10 years that 
local stations have fully recognized the profit potential 
itnnews. 

As a result, the scramble for ratings is becoming 
more intense than ever, with local news programs being 
promoted with the bluster and bucks once reserved for 
prime-time entertainment. 

Says Bohn, “Once it was recognized how much 
money was being made in local news, the anchors began 
todemand a share of that — and they've gotten it."” 

‘This certainly seems to have happened in Boston, 
where an intense bidding competition over a few popu- 
lar newscasters marked the first open hostilities of the 
current nightly news war 

In early June, Channel 7 succeeded in pulling Ellis 
‘away trom top-rated Channel 5 — where the tall Texan 
had been reading the news for four years. But in hiring 
Ellis, Channel 7 blew the roof off Boston's TV news sal- 
ary scale. 

“What they've (Channel 7] basically done," says 
Chainnel 4 general manager Sy Yanoff, “is taken the 
Boston market and started to pay New York and Los 
Angeles prices." 

Ellis was in the midst of negotiating a new contract 
with Channel 5 when he decided to switch sides. At the 
time, he already was the highest paid anchor in town 
earning a comfortable $165,000 a year. 

But quadrupling Ellis’s income was only the begin: 
ning. During the summer-long ‘‘star wars.” Channel 7's 
generals.

Martha Bradlee, a Channel 5 reporter, says she was 
tempted to hop aboard the Channel 7 money machine, 
but refused out of a sense of luyalty. However, she also 
renegotiated her contract and says she'll never wrangle 
over wages again without the help of an agent. 

Not surprisingly. officials at competing stations are 
peeved at having to hike salaries to keep Channel 7's fox 
out of their chicken coops. 

Jim Thistle, former news director at Channel 5, was 
80 disgusted with the salary-hiking frenzy he resigned 
his position, saying the money being spent was “‘ob- 
Scene" and would be better used on upgrading the news 
operation. 

“The primary reason for switching from station to 
station has become money,” says Mr. Thistle, who now 
teaches journalism at Boston University. The way This- 
tle and many other observers see it, Channel 7 is trying 
to bankroll its way to credibility. 

“My response to that is that I'd like to have any kind 
of credibility I can get, because we've had none.” says 
Channel 7's general manager, Winthrop Baker 

With the smoke of battle hanging heavy, it's not yet 
clear who the long-term victor will be. But according to 
the first solid ratings figures — now in for October — 
Channel 7 is stil! in last place, although with a slightly 
improved fighting posture. 

In the meantime, Channel 7's personnel pyrotechnics 
is hardly over. The station has fired several people over 
the last several months, including the news director 
brought in four months ago. 

Outside observers say the battle for Boston is a clas- 
sic example of a No. 3 station fighting to get its local 
ews out of Last place. 

But in some ways, the situation in this city is unique 
‘The changes at Channel 7 were first sparked by govern- 
‘ment action. Last May, RKO General was forced to sell 
the station (then WNAC-TV) to New England Television 
Corporation, ending a 13-year legal hassle that had 
weaved its way to the US Supreme Court. 

Because of the circumstances, the new owners got 
the station for the bargain-basement price of $22 mil- 
Mion. During the same week, by coincidence, Channel 5 
was bought by Metromedia for $220 million. 

Channel 7 also has been an unusually dismal com- 
Petitor in the Boston market. In fact, at one point last 
year — before the station was sold — Channel 7's six 
o'clock news rated an embarrassing fourth behind re- 
Tuns of “‘Happy Days" on a local UHF station. 

“If we make very modest rating gains," Mr, Baker 
says, “like two rating points in one year from-each of 
the other two stations in the late and early news, we'll 
have gotten back several hundred percent on our 
investment.” 

That is, if you view TV news as strictly a business 
issue, which Baker quickly points out he does not. He 
adds, however, that “the best way to get the money to 
upgrade a news operation is to make the station more 
successful." 

Nobody expects Channel 7 to make front-line ad- 
vances overnight, says Tony Malara, vice-president and 
general manager of the CBS television network. “Be- 
cause viewing habits are deep, they're set, and it takes a 
while to turn things around.”” 

‘The new owners’say they don't expect to gain much 
ground in ratings until at least May of next year. 

Meanwhile, Channel 7 is spending millions to beef up 
operations outside the boundaries of its early and late 
editions of local news, especially during the important 
“lead-in" slot just before the 6 p.m. report. This is the 
time station executives say many viewers turn on their 
Sets, keeping the same station for the local news.

When someone tells 
you that your skin is as 
tough as an elephant’s, 
you have unwittingly 
been paid a com- 
pliment! Although you 
can’t tell by its dry, 
wrinkled rance, 
an elephant’s skin is 
actually very tender, 
according to Ranger 
Rick’s Nature 
Magazine. 


If you have an urge 
to roll in the mud and 
then spray yourself 
with dust, you'll be 
using two of the tricks 
an elephant uses to 
protect its tender 
exterior, according to 
the monthly children's 
publication of the 
National Wildlife 
Federation. When mud 
and dust are packed 
into every little fold 
and crevice of an 
elephants skin, that 
means biting insects 
aren't. 


Elephants use other 
little-known “survival 
tips,” says Ranger 
Rick. For instance, in 
order to keep their 
huge bodies from 
overheating, a 
sometimes fatal 
mistake, elephants 
depend on water — 24 
to 40 gallons will help 
quench an elephant's 
thirst. A baby 
elephant, too small to 
suck water into his 
trunk to squirt into his 
mouth, has to kneel at 
the water's edge and 
sip his drink. 


If there's any water 
left in the pool after 
they have drunk, the 
elephants cool 


their 


phant 


bodies by bathing in it. 
The adults enjoy just 
lying in the water but 
the youngsters are 
playful, splashing and 
squirting themselves 
and each other. 


During the dry 
season when regular 
watering spots dry up, 
‘elephants manage to 
keep their cool by 
tapping into un- 
derground water 
sources. 


How? By digging 
wells. Using tusks and 
toenails, a female 
elephant—-breaks the 
hard surface of a dry 
riverbed, After for- 
ming the sides of the 
well with her foot, she 
digs until she feels 
damp earth. Then, 
using her trunk, she 
scoops out the bottom 
of her new well so that 
water can seep into it 


Not only has ‘she 
provided a drink for 
herself, but other 
animals can use the 
water after she is 
gone. 


Elephants can even 
save their own lives 
during emergencies, 
according to Ranger 
Rick. When even the 
underground water 
has dried up, during a 
drought, an 
overheated, dying 
elephant can stick its 
trunk down its throat 
and suck water out of 
its stomach to spray 
over itself. This may 
cool it down enough to 
keep it alive until it 
can find more plentiful 
water.

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Social security could raise costs of

Many of the private pension plans in the 
United States may be affected by the coming 
political battle over social security 

‘These innocent bystanders could be 
dragged into the fray because they are inte- 
grated with the social security system. Over 
the long run, changes in social security taxes 
or benefits could well raise their costs. 

“We must recognize -that significant 
changes in social security will trigger some 
changes in private pensions,” Quentin Smith 
chairman of Towers, Perrin, & Forster, told 
the National Commission on Social Security 
Reform earlier this year. 

Over half the private pension plans in the 
US are integrated systems, whose formulas 
for determining benefits take social security 
into account in one way or another. Such sys: 
tems are based on the belief that public and 
private retirement systems should operate in 
unified way, a belief reflected in the fact

that Congress allows public and private bene- 
fits to be added together when determining 
whether a pension pian discriminates against 
low-income workers. 

Many integrated plans (from 20 to 66 
percent, depending on whom you talk to) use 
the simple “‘offset” method. 

Under an offset plan, retired employees 
receive a set pension benefit minus a percent. 
age of their social security check. For in: 
stance, a typical pension benefit might be 50 
percent of an employee's fina! salary, minus 
50 percent of his annual social security 
benefit 

Offset plans, which are relatively easy to 
administer and relatively easy to explain to 
employees, help lower the costs of a pension 
system. Of integrated plans, they are also the 
‘most vulnerable to changes in social security. 

“It's the offset plans where you would see 
the direct effect," says Tom Leavitt, a re- 
search associate at Brandeis University 

As social security benefits became rela 
tively more generous over the last five years, 
the projected costs of offset plans sank. But, if 
social security checks become relatively less 


many private pension plans 


Generous, the costs of such plans would rise. 

‘Thus changes in social security that are in 
effect long-term cuts in benefits — such as 
raising the retirement age from 65 to 68 — 
would increase the projected pension ex- 
penses of firms with offset plans. Reducing 
the rate of growth in social security benefits, 
by checking cost-of-living-increases, would 
also have an effect 

Firms could find themselves paying out 
more in pension benefits than they had 
projected 

“A lot of plans would start to look less well 
funded,” says Dr. Sophie Korczyk, research 
associate at the Employee Benefit Research 
Institute. 

Since no one in Congress, or on the Na- 
tional Commission on Social Security Re- 
form, is talking about short-term reductions 
in benefits, offset pensions are in no danger of 
facing an immediate strain. No one really 
knows to what degree any specific change 
would affect offset plans. 

“It’s safe to say there's more than a little 
money involved," says Dr. Merton Bernstein, 
principal consultant to the National Commis- 


CPR classes at Symmes 


sion on Social Security Reform. ‘The timing 
is terribly important. The greater the delay 
(in implementing social security changes), 
the less impact there will be on private 
plans." 

So if Congress decides to raise the social 
security retirement age to 68, but phases the 
change in gradually over the next 30 years (as 
would undoubtedly be the case if suich an al 
teration were made) private pension plans 
would have plenty of time to adjust. 

But it is also impossible to predict what the 
employers’ response would be to such 
changes. They might simply shrug their 
shoulders and plan to pay more money into 
their pension funds. Or, if firms felt their pen- 
sion plans were becoming too onerous a bur- 
den, they could simply reduce absolute bene- 
fit levels. This could cancel out the negative 
effects of any change in social security — but 
would undoubtedly be less than popular with 
workers. 

“The employers’ response is the wild 
card,” Dr. Korezyk says. ‘‘So much of it is a 
question of P.R. {public relations) with their 
employees."

The best strategy, he believes, is to buy bonds so that 
they eventually provide a steady stream of income.

There are two’ basic types of bonds, distinguished by 
their source of payment. General-obligation bonds, called 
GOs, are paid from all taxes and revenues available to the 
issuer. The issuer also pledges its full faith and credit to 
paying off the principal and interest. You should ask if the 
town's cash flow covers all its current operations, or if it 
using short-term borrowing to cover operating expenses.

While most brokers recommend that new investors start 
out with good-quality, highly rated bonds, too much atten- 
tion to a top rating can be unnecessarily expensive. You're 
paying for each additional rating grade, but an A-rated 
bond may be a better value than one with a AAA rating 
Often, the repayment record of the issuer is more impor- 
tant than the rating. Even New York City, which nearly 
went into default in the 1970s, is paying off all of its bond 
obligations. : 

While $5,000 is the usual minimum investment, you often 
can get “odd lots” in municipal bonds that sell at lower 
prices (higher yield) than the same bonds sold in blocks 
And if you want to sell part of your bond portfolio, you can 
find brokers that will help you. There is a market for odd 
lots, but not all brokers bother with them.

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Life insurance-how much, 
what kind do you need?

Life insurance is not only a protection but potentially an 
important part of a person's estate. 

‘The problem is how to have enough but not too much. Not 
everyone needs insurance. People often overspend, putting 
into insurance income that could be invested more benefir 
cially elsewhere. 

Agents of some major companies say that many people 
are too gullible when approached by insurance salesmen 
more interested in making a sale than meeting the needs of 
their prospects. According to the insurance industry. Ameri- 
cans spent about $43 billion in 1981 on premiums. People need 
protection — but within reason. And they need to understand 
that it does not have to come from insurance alone. 

In a 1960 study, the Life Insurance Marketing Research 
Association, a trade group, deplored the confusion arnong 
policyholders about the life insurance they held and what 
they could expect from it. The association's report to the in- 
dustry said that the more agents tried to explain the com- 
plexities of insurance, the more confused prospects became 

Another study made in 1979 for the Federal Trade Com- 
mission found that 62 percent of those surveyed in one state, 
New Jersey, could not tell interviewers what kind of insur- 
ance they had — whether it was whole life, some form of term 
insurance, or a combination of other types of insurance. 

Asked about their life insurance, those interviewed were 
frequently only able to answer: ‘Sure, I've got life insur 
ance. About $20,000 worth."" 

A review of insurance coverage should be an integral part 
of planning for retirement years, but it should not be limited 
to those in their 40s and 50s, the ideal time to begin thinking of 
retirement years, Family needs change year to year. Insur: 
ance should be reviewed regularly by all 

Insurers advise that people get out their policies from 
time to time to read them over carefully. Most people haven't 
done this since they bought their policy. If you have ques 
tions, call your insurer. It is necessary to understand what a 
policy provides and perhaps more important to know what it 
doesn't cover. 

If you ask about life insurance. be sure you get clear, 
understandable answers. Generally, agents are responsible 
and helpful. Some might not be. Be wary of those who say, 
“You'd be better off switching to this. It will cost you more 
but it will be worth the difference." Perhaps it will be, but it 
is always a good idea to shop around. 

If you want detailed comparisons of insurance and impar- 
tial advice, there are books from the Consumers Union and 
other such organizations that can be helpful; check the l- 
brary. Also, your state insurance department might have a

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Coyotes decimate sheep flocks in NE, Rockies

To sheepmen like Nick Theos, the 
coyote is a sneak thief who 
decimates his flock and survives, 
even thrives, despite all the traps, 
guns, and poisons used against it 

To environmentalists like Sara 
Polenick of the Defenders of Wildlife 
organization, the coyote is a natural 
predator that should and can be 
discouraged from~preying on sheep 
and other livesteek by various 
methods that Won't kill coyotes or 
harm the environment. 

‘These conflicting images swirl 
just beneath the legal jargon of 
formal U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) hearings. 
At issue: Should the EPA once again 
allow the use of the powerful poison 
Compound 1080 against coyotes? 

Consumers have no small take in 
the debate. Sheep ranchers argue 
that losses to coyotes add $200 
million to $400 million a year to the 
cost of the wool and meat America 
buys. Environmentalists doubt 
Compound 1080's effectiveness and 
say the poison could present a 
hazard to people and their pets if it is 
used close to populated areas. They 
note that the highly adaptable 
coyotes not only are living on gar- 


bage and an occasional cat in Los 
Angeles suburbs, but they are seen 
with increasing frequency in the 
eastern U.S. This has lead New 
England sheep owners, as well as| 
those in the Rocky Mountain states, 
to agitate for increased protection 
for their flocks. The EPA’s decision 
is expected this fall 


Compound 1080 is a white, 
odorless, tasteless poison that 
resembles powdered sugar 
Quantities smaller than one five- 
hundredth of an ounce are fatal to 
coyotes, dogs, cats, rodents, eagles, 
badgers, and a number of other 
creatures. Compound 1080 was 
widely used against predators in the 
1950s and ‘6s. Then in 1972, 
President Nixon signed Executive 
Order 11643, which banned the use of 
chemical poisons against predators 
‘on public lands. The EPA cancelled 
1080's registration as a predacide.

In general, environmentalists 
claim that coyotes are so adaptable 
and can breed so rapidly that at 
tempting to kill them off is self- 
defeating. Instead, they advocate 
other methods, including using more 
herders, confining ewes during 
lambing, confining sheep during the 
night, and using electrified fences, 
guard dogs, and taste aversion. 

In general, they attribute large 
livestock lo to poor 
management.

‘olburn, a PhD zoologist who raised 
heep for 15 years without having 
any problems with coyotes.

Tote 
along a paper bag filled with a large bib, a 
bottle or training cup (filled at home or at 
the restaurant), a piece of soft fruit or a 
few crackers or cereal pieces, a damp rag 
in a plastic bag, and a favorite toy. This

© Sugar cubes, These can be converted 
to dice with a pen, putting one dot on one 
side; six dots on the opposite side; and 
two, three, four, and five dots around the 
side. 

Just trying to figure out the number of 
dots on one die is enough of a challenge for 
a very young child, but those more exper: 
jenced in math can try adding the dots on 
two, three, or four sugar-cube dice thrown 
at once; multiplying (two dice); and see- 
ing who can roll the highest number, the 
lowest number, or a number that is a mul- 
tiple of two or three. 

© Toothpicks. Grab a dozen as you walk 
in, and ask the kids to make a pentagon, a 
hexagon, an octagon. How many sticks do 
each require? Try making everyone's int 
tials, the word “no,” the word “‘y all 
the letters of the alphabet (one at a time) 


the numbers up to 100. You have to pay 
attention during ail this, but it keeps them 
quiet. 

If you can get the toothpicks away from 
your child, put them in a pile and hide six 
in your hand. Then ask how many you took 
away from the pile of 12, and see if the 
child can figure it out. Take turns. You can 
vary the number in the original pile — try 
two piles of six, or a pile of eight. How 
many different problems can you make

© Straws. Here's how to make a 
“snake” that grows, using a straw cover: 
Carefully tear the top of the paper cover. 
and scrunch the cover evenly down to the 
bottom of a straw. This is your snake 
Now, use the straw to get a little liquid 
from your water glass (any liquid will do) 
and drizzle it, one drop at a time, on the 
snake. It should Start to grow 

Older children. This age group is 
rarely a problem, but if you have a par 
ticularly long wait, here are some 
suggestions: 

‘© Menus. Give the child some paper 
and a pencil, or a pocket calculator (if you 
carry one) and ask him to figure out the 
total price of your meal, including tax. if 
appropriate. What is the average price? 
Who came closest to ordering the average 
price? What should you leave as a tip? 

If the math seems overwhelming. ask 
him to pick out the most and least expen 
sive items on the menu. How does he think 
the restaurant decided on that price? 

Menus are often treasure-troves of ad 
jectives and adverbs. Ask your child to 
find the most adjective-laden description. 
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Are, ail of those terms necessary? Which 
are the most unnecessary (our favorite is 
“country-grown")? Can he compose a 
more straightforward description? An aw: 
ful description of a favorite food (“‘ground- 
up meat placed between two chemical- 
laden buns with limp lettuce and tired 
tomatoes,"’ for instance)? A delicious de- 
scription of a disliked food (“‘succulent 
liver. .."")? 

© Decor. Restaurants must choose fur 
nishings that soothe their customers, stim 
ulate their appetites, and stand up to hard 
wear. What does your child think of the 
color scheme? The pictures? The tables 
and chairs? Why were they chosen? What 
would he change, if he could? What would 
an ideal restaurant look like? What food 
would it serve? Where would it be located? 

© Careers. How many different kinds of 
jobs are involved in running a restaurant? 
What kinds of work are done in each of 
these? Is it the kind of work he or she 
would enjoy? What are the problems and 
advantages of working in a restaurant? 
Who does the most work? Who is paid the 
most? 

Finally, if you're truly desperate, here 
are three lifesavers to try with kids over 
two years old 

© The Quiet Game. See who can be 
quiet the longest. 

© The Chewing Game. See if you can 
chew each bite 20 times (or 10 times, if 
your child can count that high) 

© The Trash Man. See if you can stack 
all the trash on one tray so it doesn’t fall

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Is social security fairer to Sam than Sue?

Social security is living in the past. 

While women march to work in record numbers and tradi- 
tional families become more scarce, the social security sys- 
tem still distributes benefits as if housewife-and-breadwin- 
ner households were the norm. Many women and two-salary 
couples thus feel the system treats them unfairly 

The report of the National Commission on Social Security 
Reform (NCSSR), due Jan. 1, will contain a section stressing 
the importance of modernizing social security to reflect the 
social change of the last 30 years, commission members say 
But the system's formidable financial problems will make it 
difficult for Congress to consider the issue immediately 

“It’s imperative that we recognize that social security 
places many women at a great disadvantage." says former 
US Rep. Martha Keyes, an NCSSR member 

Social security was founded in 1935, when the work of most 
married ‘women revolved around cleaning, cooking. shop- 
ping, and picking up after the children. In 1940, both husband 
and wife worked in oily 3 of every 20 families. 

Benefits were thus structured to reflect that most families 
had one breadwinner and one dependent spouse. Single 
retirees received a basic benefit; married retirees were paid 
the same base pension, plus an extra half-share. 

But the typical family has changed tremendously since 
the days of the New Deal, with the most obvious difference 
being the flood of women into the work force. Today, both 
husband and wife work in more than half of US households 

The basic distribution of social security benefits, how: 
ever, hasn't been altered. It's stil! suited to the era of Harry 
Truman, saddle shoes, and ““Father Knows Best" — making 
the system relatively unfair to many working couples 

Unless husband and wife make close to the same amount 
of money, found the 1979 Advisory Council on Social Security, 
a two-salary couple will draw less from social security than a 
one-salary couple with the same total earnings. 

The wife is typically the spouse directly affected, as most 
employed wives work part-time or at low-paying jobs to sup- 
plement their husband's income.

Another social change — a divorce rate that has doubled 
Since 1950 — has affected the retirement-income prospects of 
many women. Divorced wives are entitled to no social secu- 
rity benefits unless they have worked long enough to earn 
them, or unless the marriage lasted at least 10 years. But 
two-thirds of all divorces now occur before the 10-year cutoff. 

The commission, at its November meeting, agreed to in- 
clude in its report a section recognizing the importance of 
women's tssues. It will recommend no sweeping reforms, 
however, as it has no time to study the area in depth, accord 
ing to NCSSR chairman Alan Greenspan. 

Previous social security study panels have urged more 
specific action,

majority of the council recommended Congress consider 
“earnings sharing,” under which each partner in a marriage 
would be credited with half the couple's combined earnings, 
regardless of who actuafy earned what. 

Earnings sharing, say its proponents, recognizes the fact 
that marriage is an economic partnership. It would treat one- 
earner and two-earner couples equally, and give many di- 
vorced women better social security coverage, they say 

But, depending on how such a program was designed, it 
could cost up to $3 billion a year more than the current sys- 
tem. Many divorced men would find their future benefits 
slashed 

Other, narrower, possible solutions to women's issues in- 
cludé changing the social security system to allow working 
mothers credit for up to 10 child-care years, and labeling 


social security benefit credits as “‘property"’ to be divided at 
divorce. 

But , occupied by social security's daunting fi- 
nancial difficulties, has lately had little inclination to address 
questions of equity within the retirement system. 

Proponents say they don't expect earnings sharing to 
progress much this year. They claim it will be a more visible 
political issue in 1984 or '85, after social security's financial 
house is put in order. Earnings sharing realistically could be 
phased in during the 1990s, say proponents, when social secu- 
rity’s projected surplus could heip absorb any extra cost. 

“It’s going to take a while to get something like this 
passed,” admits NCSSR member Fuller.

An evaluation of the ef- 
fectiveness of a recent federal 
employment tax credit suggests 
that wage subsidies have little 
impact on employment according 
to an article in the latest issue of 
the New England Economic 
Review published by the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Boston. The 
wage subsidy evaluated was the 
New Jobs Tax Credit (NJTC) 
available in 1977 and 1978 to all 
firms that expanded their work 
forces. The author of the article, 
Robert Tannenwald, an 


economist at the Bank, estimated 
that the NJTC cost the govern- 
ment between $14,000 and $23,000 
per job created. By comparison, 
the Congressional Budget Office 
has estimated that in 1979 public 
service employment programs, 


such as CETA, cost the govern- 
ment between $10,000 and $20,000 
per year. Cost per job created is 
only one of several criteria by 
which the two job creation 
strategies should be evaluated 
According to extensive surveys 
and interviews conducted by the 
author, the NJTC failed to live up 
to the expectations of its ar- 
chitects because firms generally 
gear their levels of employment 
to the demand for their products, 
rather than small changes in their 
labor costs. The complexity of the 
New Jobs Tax Credit and the 
tendency of employers to per- 
ceive taxation and operations as 
unrelated, also reduced the 
program's effectiveness, ac- 
cording to Tannenwald and the 
fact that the credit was im- 
plemented through the tax 
system further diluted its impact 
The value of jobs tax credits 
available to an employer

When winds grow cold and Friday evenings smell of snow 
thoughts of a weekend at a country inn come to mind; those 
thoughts that have been warming hearts for centuries 

‘They're a symbol for hospitality, an oasis of safety where 
travelers spend the night and townspeople gather when the 
village green is dark and wet. In New England, as in many 
other areas, the country inn has become part of its tradition 

Here in New Hampshire, the Fitzwilliam Inn has been 
dispensing hospitality since 1796, when it was a stagecoach 
stop between Boston and Montreal 

‘Those narrow roads outside its front door were once ma 
jor thoroughfares, but today vacationers and commercial 
travelers are glad to find the road historic, but the traffic 
minimal. In fact, cars are quickly parked behind the inn to 
keep such modern reminders out of sight 

‘The village of Fitzwilliam looks as though it is kept 
wrapped in tissue paper between your visits, or as Brigadoon 
reappears once every 100 years to keep it from being touched 
by “‘progress."* 

Its 1,700 citizens live in perfect examples of early New 
England architecture, many of the white houses grouped 
around the village green, and the Fitzwilliam Inn sedately 
overlooks them all. 

Barbara and Charles Wallace, owners for the past 10 
years, searched for six months before this gem with 23 rooms 
came on the market. Then they settled in with their three 
generations of family to dispense year-round entertainment 
for the guests. 

With special attention paid to all the seasons, they have 
such pleasant traditions as the plum pudding served on 
Christmas Eve, which is prepared by Charles's #1-year-old 
mother. 

Whole families have spent their holidays at the 
Fitzwilliam Inn. One grandfather invites all his children and 
grandchildren, an impressive number that few private 
homes could contain graciously 

‘The most energetic can go cross-country skiing or hiking 
on the inn’s trails, while those in search of peace and quiet 
can find a corner to read a book. 

But everybody eats and very well, although both Wal

most home cooks would do with a wealth of prime beef bones. 
It tosses them into the soup kettle. 

‘That's why our onion soup tastes so good,” Barbara 
says. 

Many of the public rooms are given over to serving food or 
its preparation. Even the giassed-in porch that was pre- 
viously used only in warm weather has been winterized to 
accofnmodate the flow of people coming for lunch or dinner 

The front of the inn is bisected by a center hall with two 
lounges on either side, each filled with a potpourri of old fur: 
niture and accessories, leather-bound books, old china, bo- 
tanical prints in profusion, and a homey collection of old 
Oriental rugs. 

In the smaller of the two rooms is a black and white televi 
sion set. “Someone may want to see a special program." 
Charles Wallace said. “It’s the only TV in the place, but we 
do have seven fireplaces 

On the two floors above, the third generously studded with 
dormers, the 23 rooms have been freshly wallpapered and 
painted, just yesterday from the fresh look of them. Each is 
different, with an ecletic collection of furniture, and about 
half of them have private baths.

Pinch of salt 


1, Break up the bread in a large bow! or kettle and slowly 
add water, all the while squeezing the water through the 
bread. Use only just enough to moisten the bread thoroughly. 

2. Measure and sift dry ingredients. Add a little flour to 
the raisins so they don’t stick together and will be more 
evenly distributed. Then add them to the dry ingredients. 

3. Squeeze as much water out of the bread as you can and 
discard. Add the molasses. Mix well. I like to use a wooden 
spoon, Add the other ingredients and mix well 

Saleratus is the same as baking soda, so regular baking 
soda may be used instead 

The pudding may be poured into a two-quart tube steamer 
witha tight lid and the steamer set in a kettle of water. The 
kettle must have a well-fitting lid, too, to keep in the steam. 

It may be put in a regular square or oblong cake pan. In 
that case, set the dish of pudding in another dish of water and 
cover loosely with foil 

Bake about 1', hours at 350 degrees F. — don't hurry it. 
Water may have to be replenished in the bottom pan. I do this

accompanied only by Springsteen 
on guitar (acoustic except for one 
song), harmonica and one or two 
unobtrusive thrusts of syn- 
thesizer. 

By now, the story of the making 
of “Nebraska” is familiar to most 
Springsteen fans — he wrote the 
songs and recorded them at home 
on a four-track cassette machine 
So he could play them for the E 
Street Band. The band listened, 
played and Springsteen didn't 
like the results. Instead, he 
thought the stark, barren sound of 
his home recording was more 
effective. Except for the addition 
of some subtle overdubbing to 
improve the quality, “Nebraska” 
is that rough rehearsal tape, down 
to every snap, crackle and pop. 

If the description sounds like a 
radical step for a rock and roll 
star to take, listening to the album 
confirms it. Springsteen has made 
the boldest move of any major pop 
musician in at least a decade. 
Only Bob Dylan's switch from folk 
music to rock in the mid-'60s and 


ranks easily with Springsteen's 
best work. 

The title song, with which the 
album opens, is espécially 
harrowing. It’s about mass 
murderer Charles Starkweather, 
and ‘the song, sung with Stark- 
weather as narrator, lays out a 
tale of horror in a few descriptive 
lines. After describing his and his 
girlfriend's drive through the 
West, in which he ‘‘killed 
everything in my path,” he sings 
“T can’t say that I'm sorry for the 
things that we done; At least for a 
little while sir me and her we had 
us some fun.” For the jury, which 
has sentenced him to die, he sings 
by way of explanation: “They 
wanted to know why I did what I 
done; Well sir I guess there's just 
a meanness in this world," 

But there’s a lot more to 
“Nebraska” than the title song. 
“Johnny 99," about an unem- 
ployed auto worker who gets 
drunk and kills a store clerk, 
unleashes a fury of power, and 
proves that Springsteen and his 
acoustic guitar can muster more

What's new about “Nebraska” 
is its sense of life on the edge, 
underscored by the rough, lonely 
sound of harmonica and guitar, 
the homely lines repeated from 
song to song and the simple, 
classic melodies. ‘‘Nebraska" is 
likely to be one of Springsteen's 
most revered records in years to 
come.

Similarly, a slackening off is now expected 
in the BBC's enthusiasm for TV reception di 
rect from orbiting satellites. The advent of 
the commercial! Channel 4, plus the promise 
of breakfast TV and expectations that cable 
television would be popular, had previously 
led the BBC to plan for satellite reception be: 
fore the end of the decade.

THEATRE REVIEW 


‘Almost An Eagle’, doesn't fit 


By RICK PEARL 


“Almost An Eagle,” a new play 
by Michael Kimberley about the 
precarious existence of Boy Scout 
Troop 146 in Table Rock, Iowa 
(now playing through December 
12 at the Wilbur Theatre), is 
almost a winner. 

Almost because it is not quite 
the heroic comedy it is supposed 
to be. It is closer to a situation 
comedy, sans the laugh track 

“Almost An Eagle” has its 
moments, and its attempt to take 
us inside the workings of a 
struggling troop are, at times. 
interesting, but it comes up short 
in several categories, with acting 
and the conclusion heading the 
list. 

James Whitmore, who was 
outstanding in ‘‘On Golden Pond,” 
which played Boston last winter, 
is The Colonel, a rapidly aging 
and degenerating Boy Scout troop 
leader. Not surprisingly, his is the 
best acting performance in the 
show. His gruff demeanor and 
lurching gait are marvelous and, 
if watching him perform were the 
only criteria, this would be a fine 
play. 

But the three of the four 
younger actors who share the bill

with Whitmore, Jeffrey Marcus, 
Scott Simon, and Neill Barry, all 
have faults — some more glaring 
than others. Only John Navin 
gives a totally believable per- 
formance, and truly does his 
character a service. 
The story is a fairly good one, 
and, if not for a poor ending, 
might actually be worth watching, 
despite the poor acting (giving 
that all of the actors playing with 
Whitmore are under 20, they will, 
in all likelihood, only get better) 
Troop 146 has seen its numbers 
dwindle down to four after heyday 
years in the 50s and 60s. There is 
just a lot of other things that take 
up Young men's spare time these 
days, and scouting isn’t at the top 
of many of their lists. 
Another factor affecting the 
numbers -in Table Rock, Iowa is 
the disposition of the Scout leader, 
The Colonel. He has been known to 
come to the weekly Scout 
meetings in less-than-Scoutly 
shape or outlook, with a thermos 
full of orange juice and vodka, a 
head full of doubts, and a business 
full of debts. 
The remaining Scouts are there 
for a variety of reasons. Billy, the 
Scout leader (played by Marcus), 
is your basic All-American, mom- 
and-apple-pie type kid, who may 
not have a lot of character, but is 
good at taking orders and 
following directions. He’s the 
troop leader not so much because 
the other kids respect him as he's 
the only one who gives The 
Colonel any amount of attention. 
Mark (Navin) is a roly-poly boy 
who has very few interests in life 
other than food. Scouting is 
simply something to do, and he 
neither loves it nor hates it. He 
has a cavalier, take-it-or-leave-it- 
attitude, but is simply too lazy to 
leave it 
Terry (Simon) is the youngest 
member and, as such, is im- 
pressionanle. He might well be a 
Scout simply because the rest of 
the troop is older than he, and this 
is his way of gaining acceptance 
with them 

Shawn (Barry) is the bad seed 
of the troop, the moral opposite of 
Billy. He has more ability than 
any of the other members, yet 
doesn't apply himself nor does he 
make any bones about it. He gives 
the distinct impression that his 
only reason for being in the troop 
is because someone is making him
